There are about 100,000 Jews 
in South Africa, most of them 
of Lithuanian descent. Many are 
descendent from those who left 
Europe before World War I — 
at the time of the Third Aliya 
to Palestine.

They are almost as warm- 
hearted and enthusiastic a« we 
are. and just as unpunctual.
